the night. I can't ,say that we slept 
much ; had a good room, but the heat, 
the heal.

Passing through the counties of De- 


Witt, McLean, Woodford, Putnam, La 
Salle, Lee, Ogle, Stepheoson and Jo 
Davies, I can testify from personal ob- 
servation that tbe lands along the line 
of the road on both sides are literally 
covered with farm products of every 
kind. The crops are the finest I ever 
looked at. Wheat, corn, oats, barley, 
grass; 
in fact, everything. 
What is 


to be done with this immense crop 1 
Then, as we passed throngh Iowa from 
Dubuque to this place, we found that 
the crops were but httle behind our 
own. 
In some one or two of the coun- 


ties in this State through which we 
passed, we saw vast fields of wheat 
nearly ready for the sickle. 
What sur- 


prised me was to see a great many 
fields of corn as far advanced as our 
own. 
We left Dubuque at 9 a. m. 


Tuesday, with nine coaches well filled. 
The numbers increased as we gathered 
them from the stations at which we 
stopped, until we reached 
Manchester, 


where another train of six coaches was 
made up and started half an hour be- 
fore we arrived. 
Tbis train kept ahead 


of us till we arrived at Charles City, 
where we joined and made one train of 
15 cars with about 750 people, all 
bound for Clear Lake. 
When we ar- 


rived without accident at 6£ p. m., 
then "came the tug of war."

ted to withdraw from the church without 
any publicity That same evening the 
church met after prayer meeting, when 
the committee reported the result of their
